“The African-Americanarts and 
culture we enjoy together this month 
lare part of the ties that bind us to- 
gether,” said Governor Florio at a 
ceremony atthe State Museum, spon- 
sored by the Carter G. Woodson 
Foundation, during which he pro- 
claimed February as “Black History 
Month” and spoke out against a re- 


*}cent bias incident at Rider College. 


The Governor cited the recent 
bias incident at Rider College in 
which pledges of the fraternity Phi 
Kappa Psi dressed in baggy clothing 
and Malcolm X baseball caps in 
response to the fraternity’s request 
that they “dress like a nigger.” The 
governor said he supports an anti- 
hazing bill sponsored in the New 
Jersey Legislature by Assemblyman 
John Watson, which broadensa 1980 
law prohibiting physically endan- 
gering initiation activities. 

“Too many of our people still 
haven't learned the basic lesson of 
equal rights and too many still don’t 
grasp the evil of racism,” the Gover- 
nor said. 

The governor stated that “rac 
ism isn’tfunny.” He explained that it 
is dangerous and destructive for eve- 
iyone. He also said that every “bias 
incidentthat goes unpunished breeds

The Prime Minister pauses as if 
reflecting back to the day when his 
life began all over again. After tak- 
ing several sips of his lukewarm cof- 
fee he continues: “General Barre 
continued his inhumane acts of ag- 
gression by utilizing white South 
African pilots to bomb Hargeisa, the 
capital of northem Somalia. Many 
wealthy and educated Somalis were 
slain as others fled to Ethiopia to live 
in ill-equipped camps. 

“In 1988, six opposing factions 
merged intoa force that finally over- 
turned General Barre and his forces 
in 1991. The Djibouti Republic, a 
neighboring country, was host to a 
July 1991 meeting of the factions 
who had opposed General Barre. An 
agreement was signed that proposed: 
(1) electing an interim President; (2)

With the recent premiere of “Queen,” there have been accusations made 
that Alex Haley fabricated the tales of his family’s “Roots.” Some have 
speculated that he completely made up the tale. Others suggest that he 
plagiarized his story from other novels. 

But does it really matter if this man, now deceased and unable to defend 
himself, did not tell the whole truth about his ancestry? Does it matter if he 
added a few details, maybe even an aunt or two, for the sake of drama? 

The reality of the situation is that “Roots” is the story of every African 
in America who traces his or her ancestors back to the era of slavery. It is 
fairly safe to assume that the experiences of most of the Africans who were 
forced to come here were pretty much the same. 

Any African in America who traces his or her “Roots” might find a 
Kunta Kente. Kunta represents the beginning of our roots in America. He 
was the last tie to Africa. He attempted to hold onto his identity — only to 
have it beaten out of him in the end — so that he could teach his children 
about their regal ancestors on the Motherland.

Mr. Ali Mahdi 
Mohammed was elected interim 
President and I, in turn, was ap- 
pointed interim Prime Minister.” 

The Prime Minister continues: 
“In August, 1991, we formed my 
cabinet, comprising elements from 
the six factions. Then in November, 
1992, after I had left on my extended 
foreign mission to Saudi Arabia, Eu- 
rope, and the U.S., General 
Mohammed Farah Aidid, a signa- 
tory of the agreement, staged a sur- 
prise attack against the legitimate 
government. 

“His troops caused mass destruc- 
tion. At least 100,000 of our people 
were killed. His attack was a breach 
of trust. It was impossible for the 
people to get supplies, and the people 
throughout the land were completely 
isolated. The violence frightened 
away supplies from donor countries. 
Aidid wanted absolute power. In- 
credibly, General Barre, the first dic- 
tator, devastated the North, andGen- 
eral Aidid, the would-be dictator, 
devastated the South! 

“Also, Aidid’s troops forcefully 
took control of the warehouses where 
most of the humanitarian relief sup- 
plies were stored. He hoarded these 
provisions for his followers, as well 
as sold them for profit. 

“Presently, eleven of the four- 
teen mushrooming movement groups 
have aligned themselves with our 
provisional government. Only three 
groups are supporters of Aidid. The 
mandate of the interim government 
ends in August, 1993. However, prior 
to this date, all of the groups will 
meetin March, 1993, in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia,” says the Prime Minister.
